The New Jersey mosquito, or C'ulcx 


pungens, which for time out of uiiiiil 
has been considered one of the most 
ravenous iiuiimils Dint rove- (lie air, is 
vigorously defended in bulletins issued 
by Dr. L. O. Ilovrml. the chief euto- 
n;olo;:ist of tlie RO\ eminent. Dr. How- 
ard iind his assistant entomologists 
have made u clo^e study of the twen- 
ty-seven varieties of mosquitoes that 
inhabit the United States, and their 
conchision is tliat the uiueli abused 
mosquito of Xcw Jersey is the least 
harmful of all. While acknowledging 
that the New Jersey mosquito is vi- 
cious in attack and prolific and long of 
beak, they contend that its bite does 
not inject poison into the blood and 
cause malaria and other diseases. 


It has been determined by Dr. How- 


ard that New Jersey occupies a unique 
clirnatological nnd geographical rela- 
tion to, tho mosquito family in tho 
United States. 
Immediately south of 


the New Jersey line the mosquito fam- 
ilies are responsible for all the yellow 
fever and malaria that afflict the hu- 
man race. Immediately north of the 
New Jersey line there is found another 
variety of the malaria producing mos- 
quito. But for some reason which the 
government's scientists have not yet 
been able to determine New Jersey is 
such inhospitable territory to the mos- 
quito families on the south and north 
that tl:ey have never been able to get a 
foothold in that state. The theory that 
the New Jersey mosquito guards his 
frontier and eats.up the foreigners as 
fast as they attempt invasion of the 
Jersey soil is being carefully studied 
by Dr. Iloward and some of bis assist- 
ants. 


As this is the time of the year when 


city peopla who are able go to the 
country resorts for the summer. Dr. 
Howard's bureau is being called on for 
information as to the habits of mosqui- 
toes in various parts of tlie nation and 
just what their bites do. His investi- 
gations have demonstrated that ma- 
laria is not caused by breathing the 
miasma of swamps, but that it is con- 
tracted only through the bites of mos- 
quitoes of the genus anopheles, which 
does not exist in Jersey. 


"Broadly speaking." says Dr. How- 


ard, ''when the blood of a human be- 
ing is sucked into the stomach of a nios- 
$uito of the genus anopheles the ma- 
larial parasite undergoes a sexual de- 
velopment and gives birth to a large 
number of minute, spindle shaped cells, 
known as blasts, which enter the sali- 
vary glands of tho insect a ml are eject- 
ed with the poison into the system of 
the next-person-bitten by the mosquito. 
If this person.happens to .be nonuia- 
larious, the malaria has thus entered 
his system, and malarial symptoms re- 
sult So far as present knowledge goes, 
this is the only way in which people 
become malarious. In order to avoid 
this result it is necessary lo avoid the 
bites of mosquitoes,- and it therefore 
becomes important to know the dif- 
ference between the malarious and the 
more harmless mosquitoes and the con- 
ditions under which the malaria! forms 
breed." 


In order to enable people to tell the 


difference between the harmless !uo«- 
nuito and Ihe one that'is dangerous 
Dr. Howard describes the two varie- 
ties. The On lex pungens, or the New 
Jersey mosquito, has clear wings, while 
the anopheles, or malarial mosquito, 
has wings which arc more or less spot- 
ted. Further, it has been observed that 
when Culex pungens is resting upon a 
wail he appears more or less hump- 
backed—that is to say. the heart and 
the beak are ncv in the sjiuie plane 
with the body nnd wings, but project 
at an angle toward the surface of the 
•wall, the body and wings being paral- 
lel with the wall. 
With anopheles, 


however, the bead and beak are in 
practically the same plane with the 
body, and the body itself is usually 
placed at an angle with the wail- 


According to Dr. Howard's prescrip- 


tion for the prevention of malaria, all 
'.•ity people "who go to the country this 
summer should see to it that the 
houses they patronize arc carefully 
srrecned to prevent the- entrance of 
Eiosquiioes. "Then." says Dr. How- 
ard, "thorough search should be made 
in the hon-se for mosquitoes whk-h 
have already gained entrance. 
t?ucl«
